FREE BED FUND AT 
HOSPITAL IS GONE 


Up Due to Increased Call 
For Aid 





Free bed fund at the San An- 
tonio Community hospital is ex- 
haused for 1933, Dr. A. A. Aita, 
hospital manager, said today in 
telling of the increased demands 


on this account. 
“Ordinarily the fund is sufft- 
cient to meet the demands 


throughout an entire year, but 
due to financial conditions, the 
money created for this purpose, 
has been used up,” the official 
said. ‘In fact, with the patients 
in the hospital now on this fund, 
the account will be overdrawn. 

An endowment of $10,000 pro- 
vides interest of approximately 
$760 annually, which is used in 
caring for worthy local needy 
persons

“We get calls for use of the 
fund nearly every day, but as it 
is now, no more cases can be 
treated from this fund, unless, of 
course, contributions are re- 
ceived,” Dr. Aita said. 

Explanation was made that the 
“sick baby fund” is different than 
the “free bed fund.” The sick 


|baby fund is that money received 


from donations directly and in 
the bottles in the stores in Up- 
land and Ontario. The free bed 
fund is for worthy needy per- 
sons, other than babies, who 
need medical attention and hos- 


pital care, 
Dr. Aita said that the sick 
baby fund is also exhausted.
